Those who aro acquainted with tae 
oxpondituro ot English oolonieB in 
general, as well oa tboso who may not 
bo familiar with them in detail, will 
be surprised to find the offloial salarieB 
of British Columbia aro on a par with 
colonieB with wuioh Bho holds no 
equality in ago, political standi Depop- 
ulation, or commerce, while what is 
still worse, the oilioiai stall numerical- 
ly is in the same proportion. If it be 
truo as a standard principle, that tho 
financea of a country uhould bo regu- 
lated by its population and commerce, 
and that no country can prosper 
omitting to regulate its general ex- 
penditure by this principle, we come 
at onco to tho absurdity of our own 
financial condition. Take Ceylon, 
Tasmania, Now Zealand, Jamaica, 
Hong Kong and many others, ot a 
greater or smal lor status and there 
-will ho found no comparative differ-* 
enco worth mentioning between in- 
official expenditure oi these old and 
wealthy colonios and that ot British 
Columbia. This is evidently wrong 
ovon if considered on the pica put 
forth in its justification. For tho sake 
of argument, admitting it true na 
sometimes urged that the official staff 
and expenditure of this colony was 
increased in years past according to 
its growing necessities, then as an act 
of justice, it ought to Lars been gm<! - 
ually rcduoed according to its decreas- 
ing necessities, and not left as it IB, 
so fastly in cxoeHS of population and 
commoi'co. It is a poor rule that 
will not work both ways ; and if the 
requirements of tho peoplo demanded 
the increaso heretofore, tho require, 
ments of tho people equally demanded 
tho decrease nt a later period. One 
would imagine that as Governments 
are created to promote the happiness 
and wolfnre of the pooplo, such a pro- 
position would ba considered soli- 
evidont, and adopted as soon as made. 
There Booms, however, to to a vast 
difference in tho disposition of a re- 
presentative counoil, which increases 
tho official staff as requited by tho 
pablio wants, and a non-i opreson- 
tative council which will not roduoo it 
on tho samo principle or lor the same 
reason. As this is a question relating 
entirely to the system of our Govern- 
ment, and not to individuals, or the 
persons forming that Govorninen t 
thero can bo no delicacy in speaking 
plainly as required. According to tho 
estimates for the ptosent year, thu

shall not probably get deeper into tlebl ; 
but it is no argument at. all in favor of 
our spending in (iovommontal expen- 
ses chiefly tho enormous sum of $570- 
000 simply because by an over- 
wrought ayHtom of taxation such □ 
rovonuo is obtained. At tho host it 
will only make tho administration of 
tho CJ GVCTiirncn t easier to the Jjxocu- 
tivo ; it will neither lighten tho bur- 
dans ol tho peoplo, increase tho meun- 
of paying off old indebtedness, nor sup- 
ply a provision for improvements in 
the interior which cannot much longer 
be dolayed. It will bo found quite an 
intorostin^ and profitable mutter to go 
through the items of our present gen- 
eral oxpondituro and compare them 
with other colonies. First, then, wo 
begin with the- salury of tho Governor. 
In 1863 he received £3,000, in J 8 < i 5 an 
additional £1000 was voted; and so 
with allowances from Marriages and 
Customs, and for the Loviatha::, Trans- 
ports and Residence, tho total salary 
amonnts in nearly, if not q ito 

to $215,000 in gold. The total receipts 
and oxpondituro of the Government 
of Washington Territory lor 1866, ex 
elusive of Federal revenue, was jin-l 
$25,000 all told, or only $2000 more 
than our Co vomer's salary alone. 
It may not ba inir perhaps, to com-, 
pare tho parsimonious and ill-paid 
Government of iho ttdjuoenl territory 
further than it shows that when econ- 
omy is imperative, how easy it is 10 
practioo it without vory much im- 



pairing tho etlieiency of tho udminis* 
tration of Governmont. Ono thing, 
however, is evident, if tho population, 
wealth, imports, and revenue of tho 
colony havo fallen down to the status 
of 1863, then tho Governor's salary 
should bo simultaneously reduced Lo 
tho amount given in 1803. But tho 
present amount will ho found exor- 
bitant if wo compare it with British 
colonies only. Tho Governor's duties 
in British Columbia are not very oner- 
ous ; they are certainly not equal to 
those oi New Zealand, Queensland, 
Jamaica, &0., &C, where military ex- 
peditions have to bo headed person- 
ally by the Governor; insurrections 
put down; native turbulence quelled ; 
and a vast amount of physical exer- 
tion to bo made and physical discom- 
fort Buffered ; yet the salarios and 
allowances of the Governors of these 
uolonies with all their superiority over 
ours in population, commerce, politioal 
standing, and revenue, aro compara- 
tive^ ubout tho samo as Governor 
Seymour's. The Governor of New 
ftoutuml with salary and allowances 
gets £4,500 ; Queensland do., £4000; 
Jamuieu, J25000. These instances wo 
cons, dtr sulficiont, though if nocessary 
wo could (junto : ny number to prove 
the disparity of salary, labor, and res« 
possibility, but these wo hope the can- 
did reader will deem sufficient, espec- 
ially as wo caunot devote any more 
spaco to this individual item. We 
shall now go through tho general |oDi- 
eial Stuff, and it will bo seen in the 
end, the same disparity prevails 
throughout, and if continued tho ex- 
penditure will unavoidably be in ex- 
cess of tiie revenue for years.

eats The vote for enrolling pensioners 
includes a charge ol £12,000 for their pay 
daring training, and £li, 1 00 for bounty 
money of enrolled pensioners at jGI each- 
Tho vote for tho Army Reserve foreo com* 
prises items of .£2,400 for pay during 
training, £11,600 for bounty at M each, 
and £7,000 for the probable number of 
iueu who will engage under the Army 
Keserve Act of ltitiT. The total vote for 
the reserve forces of luo army is to bo 
dCl,5'M,500.

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Tbo Ontario Fariianiculary Ses>ioii. 

[From tbo Canadian News.] 

The- first Bession of Iho Ontario Legisla- 
ture was brought to n close on tho 4th 
March, by u spoech from tho Lieutenant 
Governor, which will bo found in our 
summary. The session hud been produc- 
tive of sevornl valuable public measures, 
not the lenst important of which wero 
those relating to tho land, emigration, and 
mining policy of Ontario and tho Agri- 
cultural Act introduced by the Hon. Mr 
Curling, the Minister of Agriculture. 

Iu regard to the land policy, tho Gov> 
eminent properly felt that to have given 
nwuy the throe million acres of land at 
present unsold— a portion only of which 
was fit for settlement, in free grants — 
would have been to have alienated a vnlu* 
able source of wealth without any corres- 
ponding advantage, They, therefore, 
wisely declared that all agricultural lands 
should be reserved for settlement and bo 
given us free grants, protected by a home- 
stead law, to those who choose perman- 
ently to occupy them ; but that timber 
lands should bo reserved for lumbering 
purposes under a policy to be hereafter, 
upon fuller inquiry, determined on. 

The resolutions passed with reference 
to r tho mining lands although iu somo 
points they may not he all that could bo 
desired, on the whole, will afford 
general satisfaction to those Interested, 

The provisions of tho Agricultural Act 
are just what the fanners of Ontario have 
been demanding for years past, that is to 
soy that tho several agricultural societies 
of the province will now hold direct in< 
terconrse with a public department pre- 
sided over by a Cabinet Minister, instead 
of, ns tinder the old regime, with a com- 
paratively rpoaking, unofficial bureau. 
And, farther, Parliament will now have 
direct supervision of thejexpendituro of the 
all moneys made on account of agricultur- 
al grants. Reviewing Iho results of the 
session, the Toronto Globe, the opposi- 
tion paper, says : — "The Legislature has 
proved itself favorable to economy. It 
has shown itself possessed of considerable 
aptitude for practical legislation. It has, 
n the contest over the narrow gauge, 
shown itself thoroughly independent of 
that railway dictation which so often 
proved mischievous under the old order of 
things. The people of Ontario have 
abundant reason to congratulate them' 
selves on the situation. They have the 
control of their own local affairs so long 
sought, and so far as the first session's 
experience goes, the prospect for the sat- 
isfactory working of tho new Local Con- 
stitution is most excellent. Without a 
single shilling of direct taxation, the 
province has more than enough of local 
revenue, nnd the Legislature may expend 
hundreds of thousands yearly in local ims 
proveruenls without adding to the burdens 
of the people. If the province is not well 
governed hereafter tho pooplo must blame 
themselves." 

NEW B1ION8WI0K AND ITS FINANCES 

The debt proper ef New Brunswick, 
amounted on 1st July last to five millions 
nine bundled and tweuty-lhrco thousand 
four hundred and twenty-two dollars 
eighty-six cents ; and tho liabilities on 
ucconut of railway Subsidies to one million 
eight hundred and sixty-nioo thousand 
and two hundred and ninety-six dollars 
and ninety-nine cents, which shows a 
total of debt und liabilities of seven mil- 
lions seven hundred and ninety-two thous- 
and seven hundred and nineteen dollars 
and eighty-live cents. As New Bruns- 
wick, according to the provisions of the 
British North Ainsricn Act, is allowed to 
enter the union with a debt of -.even rail- 
lion dollars, it. follows from the above 
that the province will bo held responsible 
for the interest oo seven hundred and 
ninety-two thousand seven hundred and 
nineteen dollars and , eighty-live cents. 
At the commencement of the union New 
Brunswick was moro heavily burdened 
with debt than nny of the provinces joining 
the confederation. Assuming tho popu- 
lation of New Brunswick to have been 
then three hundred and two thousand,
